C. Brief Description Why Requests are Not Granted. 

The most frequent reason why requests are not granted is that no records responsive to 
the request are located. 

The primary reason for not granting requests for which records are located is the 
protection of personal privacy pursuant to Exemptions 6 and 7(C). 
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
